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THE 
HANDEL 
FESTIVAL, 
Or the many thou- 
sands of persons 
who were fortunate 
enough to be pre- 
sent on either of 
the three days de- 
voted last week to 
the commemora- 
tion of Handel and 
to the illustration 
of his genius, not 
one, perhaps, has 
yet lost the impres- 
sion which was 
then indented upon 
his mind. It will 
take longer than a 
week's interval, at 
least in most cases, 
to hush to perfect 
rest the excited 
sense which the 
voice of harmony 
so lately held jm 
rapt attention, gnd 
made to vjprate 
with overpgwering 
emotions, There 
will ygt, for some 
time to come, be 
mysic in the souls 
pf those who shared 
the festivity, gra- 
dually fading, it is 
true, but dimly dis- 
cernible in its 
majestic outlines, 
like the last traces 
of Alpine glory to 
the eye of the de- 
parting traveller. 
Whatever may be 
the case with the 
general public, 


‘they, at any rate, 


will’ not receive 
with distaste obser- 
vations calculated 
to revive their re- 
collections of what 
so deeply stirred 
them ; nor, perhaps, 
will any of our 
readers object to 
dwell, foramoment 
or two, upon one 
of the grandest 
events recently ad- 
mitted into the 
temple of art his- 
tory, provided that 
the spirit in which 
they are invited to 
do 80 be reflective 
rather than critical, 
It is our purpose 
that ours shall con- 
form to the pro- 
ptieties of the 
occasion, 
Looked at merely 
a8,.an event asking 
to be duly chro- 
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nicled, the Handel 
Festival towers 
conspicuously 
above the memora- 
bilia of the past 
week. Never be- 
fore has so large a 
number of skilled 
musicians been as- 
sembled to give 
expression to 
thought and feel- 
ing cmbedied in 
the shape of song. 
Never did human 
genius crowd into 
such comparatively 
narrow limits as 
the works they 
came together to 
interpret a greater 
variety of mar- 
vellous creations. 
Never was the 
poetry of sound 
more exquisitely 
or more grandly 
rendered, Or sym- 
pathisingly recog- 
nised by so large 
a concourse of lis- 
teners, Almost 
everything belong- 
ing to the occasion 
was exceptionally 
good—the two ora 
torios and the Wed- 
nesday selection, 
the conductor, the 
orchestra, the choir, 
the audience, the 
place, the arrange- 
ments, and the per- 
vading spirit. It 
may be said to have 
inaugurated a new 
epoch in the mu- 
sical world, It was 
an artistic triumph 
of the highest 
order. 

The Handel Fes- 
tival, like all great 
achievements, di- 
rects attention to 
something that 
preceded it, and 
upon which its 
success mainly de- 
pended. A multi- 
tude of conditions, 
many of them, too, 
remote in their 
connection, were 
essentiaily neces- 
sary to the result. 
Our clitap postage 
system; Our net- 
work of railway 
communication, 
our modern expe- 
rreace in organis- 
ing the means of 
accommodation for 
assembled myriads, 
a covered ‘aréa of 
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much greater extent than any building but the Crystal Palace 
could furnish, and, we may add, the confidence of the public in 
the absence of all danger, or even discomfort, arising from 
the collection of so vast an assembly, contributed not a little 
to the triumph of the occasion. Had any one of them been 
wanting, the festival would have involved such an amount of 
pecuniary cost, labour, and sacrifice, as would have ren- 
dered the enterprise, on any scale of approximate magnitude, 
utterly impracticable. The event illustrates very vividly 
the incidental benefits conferred on this generation by the 
leading inventions of modern times, The rich inheritance 
of mechanical contrivances bequeathed to this age by the 
patient research of those who preceded it, and the still richer 
additions which have been made to the bequest by the scientific 
ingenuity of men still living amongst us, have placed within 
our reach innumerable indirect advantages quite as valuable, 
perhaps, in their aggregate importance, as those which were 
directly contemplated and are primarily desired, The truth is 
that every fresh application of the laws of Nature to the service 
of man raises his standing to a higher level, renders feasible 
many schemes which under other conditions would never have 
entered into a rational mind, and supplies means for the ac- 
complishment of great undertakings, but for the presence of 
which they would never have been thought of. 

There were however, not a few specific causes which, in the 
present instance, operated to ensure Success, The grand 
elimacteric, if we may so describe the Festival of 1862, 
was not reached by a single endeavour. It was the crowning 
result of two or three successive efforts. The first pre- 
liminary attempt was made in 1857, and its effect was a 
general conviction that, although all former achievements 
of a similar nature had been distanced, the goal of possible 
perfection was yet far ahead. In 1859 a second and 
still more encouraging experiment disclosed beyond all 
room for further doubt what were the difficulties yet 
remaining to be mastered, and what-the prerequisites essential 
to complete success, The course being thus made clear by 
tentative performances, no necessary expenditure either of 
money or of labour has been spared. The construction of an 
orchestra sufficiently capacious for the accommodation of close 
upon four thousand performers, the drilling of nearly two 
hundred choral bands scattered over the whole country, and the 
skilful organisation of all of them into a musical force able and 
prompt to obey the artistic guidance of a single conductor, has 
been the work, not of weeks, nor of months, hpt of years ; not 
of one earnest mind only, but of several, The result which so 
astonished and delighted the public was in no sense a happy 
concurrence of mere chances, It was not a stroke of fortune: 
it was the reward of earnestness of purpose, and of high skill 
and indefatigable labour in carrying it into effect. Like every 
ether great and striking achievement of man, it was patiently 
worked for. A long training, either general or special, had 
qualified most of the executants for an efficient and artistic 
discharge of their duties. The bulk of them were amateurs, 
bat amateurs whose cultivation gave pretty certain promise of 
success. All appear to have engaged with a will in the work 
assigned to them, and the consequence was a display of musical 
power unparalleled in purity and grandeur. 

The event was even more interesting for what it indicated 
than for what it was. It warrants us in inferring an immense 
advance, not merely in the general cultivation of music in this 
ceuntry, but also in that true appreciation of the dignity of art 
which is the earnest and pledge of still wider triumphs. The 
day has been—within the recollection, too, of many who would 
not be classed with the aged—when to have taken part in a 
public musical performance of an oratorio, no matter for what 
ultimate purpose, would have been shrunk from by all but pro- 
fessional men as compromising their social respectability. It 
is not the least cheering of the signs of the times that reverence 
for art has become so general and so deep as to have abrogated 
the absurd restrictions of a squeamish conventionalism, and to 
have consecrated talents and taste which have been wont to confer 
delight exclusively in private circles to occasional public use. 
Indeed, the cultivation of music has become general in English 
society, All our cities and towns of decent size can now render 
in excellent style to their own inhabitants the chefs-d’ceuvre 
ef the European masters; and so widely has a knowledge of the 
art been diffused that nowhere do they fail of being appre- 
ciated. The impulse was given some years ago to the study 
and practice of part-singing, and the Sacred Harmonic Society 
have done not a little both to increase its power and to guide 
its direction, No doubt the revival of ecclesiastical ritualism 
has largely contributed to the same desirable end, by assiduously 
training choral singers in every part of the country. The 
general result has been the gradual formation of a high 
standard of public taste qualified to note and enjoy the 
intricate and elaborate harmony as well as the majestic 
simplicity of the great classical composers, and thus to render 
not only possible but profitable the production of their best 
works to audiences well qualified to discern and respond to 
their superlative merits. 

As a promise for the future, we are justified in regarding 
the Handel Festival with still greater satisfaction than as a 
present success. It has been decided to make it a triennial 
solemnity. One can hardly conjectare the-immense multi- 
plicity of ways in which this intention will operate towards 
the diffusion and elevation of musical taste, and the 
amelioration and refinement of social manners. All art is 
civilising—music especially se. If, as has been said, a people 
are most easily to be governed by their songs, it cannot be a 
matter of indifference whether to moralists or to statesmen to 
deepen and enlighten the natural passion for sweet sounds, 
Perhaps few agencies have been more powerful in modern times 
to lift the mind of the million above the grosser and more 
demoralising forms of amusement and enjoyment than the 
popularisation of good music, To a large number of minds in 





all the gradations of society the oratorio, fitly rendered, excels 
even the preacher in the power of transfusing into them high 
and ennobling sentiments, and of stirring to their depths the best 
emotions of the human heart. As an auxiliary reformer of 
manners, especially when allied with immortal truth, it is, of 
all the agencies, the most successful because the most winning. 
Its collateral benefits are numerous and various—nowhere, 
perhaps, more so than in the domestic and social circles. We 
hail with delight the hopes held out to us of the future of music 
in this country, and we attribute much of its brightness to the 
Handel Festival.

The judgmént of the Court of Douai relieving M. Mirés from the 
convictions found against him has been annulled ‘‘in the interest of 
the law’’ by the Court of Cassation. It should be explained, how- 
ever, that the reversal will not affect Mirés by depriving him of his 
liberty or subjecting him to a new trial; it merely takes away from 
the Douai decision the character of a precedent to govern similar cases, 

THE FRENCH IN MEXICO. 

The Paris journals are filled with comments on the last news from 
Mexico and remarks on the necessity of restoring the prestige of the 
French arms by the occupation of the city of Mexico. 

M. Billault, on Thursday week, delivered in the Corps Législatif 
his anxiously-looked-for speech on the Mexican intervention. Moving 
described the causes that determined the three Powers to engage in 
the expedition and entered into explanations as to the circumstances 
that led to the withdrawal of England and Spain, he said that, not- 
withstanding the momentary di ent between them, the three 
Governments remained on good terms. He admitted, at the same 
time, that the French Government had no complaint whatever against 
England for the withdrawal, as that Power had from the first objected 
to an expedition into the interior. He added that the honour of ce 
was engaged to avenge the insult offered to them, but that the 
Emperor had no thought of imposing any Government on Mexico. 
All they desired wes ns the Mexicans would choose for themselves a 
Government with which other countries could deal. 

The French Government has published General Lorencez’s reports 
of his operationsin Mexico. They contain the details of the attack and 
repulse of the 5th of May. General Lorencez does not deny the 
repulse; he says the French were “ obli to retreat.’’ Indeed, 
except that it reduces the number of French killed and wounded from 
1000 to 500, the despatch of Lorencez differs in no material point 
from that of Zaragoza, the Mexican General. Lorencez confirms the 
account of the successful affair of the 18th, in which the attempt of 
the Mexicans to cut off the junction of uez with the French was 
frustrated. General Lorencez speaks bitterly of the manner in which 
he was deceived with regard to the sentiments of the population of 
Puebla. The town from whose outworks he was thus driven had 
been formally represented to him by those.in whom he ‘‘ thought he 
had a right to faith’’ as a town most hostile to the Mexican 
Government, ‘‘where the French troops would be received with 
transport, and where the soldiers would enter covered with flowera’’ ! 

According to news received at New York on the 21st of June the 
route from Vera Cruz to Orizaba is open, and supplies haye been 
forwarded to the French troops,

To the end that freedom may be and remain for ever the fundamental law 
of the land in all places whatsoever so far as it lies within the power or 
Gepends upon the action of the Government of the United States to make it so, 
therefore be it enacted, &c., that from and after the passage of this Act there 
shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in any of the territories of 
the United States now existing, or which may at any time hereafter be formed 
or acquired by the United States, otherwise than in punishment of crimes 
whereof the party shall have been duly convicted, 

A bill to free from servitude the slaves of certain ‘‘rebel’’ leaderg 
was passed in the House by a vote of 82 against 54.

CANADA. 

Parliament was prorogued on Monday; the 9th ult., with the usual 
ceremonies. The address of the Speaker of the Legislative Assembly 
contained the following allusion to the Militia Act : — 

In pursuance of your Excellency’s recommendation, our careful considera- 
tion has been given to the condition of the militia force of the province, The 
amendments we have made to the existing laws respecting it will, we trast, 
have the effect of strengthening your Excellency's hands in its administration, 
thereby increasing the efficiency of the service and promoting and stimulating 
the patriotic ardour of our volunteer forces. 

The most important part of Lord Monck’s speech in reply is his 
allusion to the same measure :— 

I rejoice to think that in making an increased provision for the main- 
tenance of a volunteer force you have expreased your assent to the principle 
that the defence of their institutions, their homes, and their altars against 
foreign attacks is duly incumbent on the inhabitants of Canada.

We rejoiced 
that te Princess’s choice had rested on a lover who stood high 
in th regard of the Prince Consort ; and, now that the deferred 
uni¢ has taken place, there is no voice in the land but will 
heatily say God bless them ! 
Jmerican news is full of incident, though the results of recent 
oprations do not seem to be important. General Jackson 
dfeated General Shields, the Federal, on the 9th of June, with 
yuch loss on both sides; but Jackson’s manceuvres were 
nasterly, and he joined his chief near Richmond, From that 
quarter there had been a dash of Confederates, who had skir- 
nished with the Unionists, and had taken a more menacing 
attitude, The Confederates also made a brilliant razzia on the 
13th, turned the right flank of the Federals, cut up the waggon- 
trains, killed the persons in charge, and made many prisoners. 
Some bombardment, apparently of no great importance, is 
reported, and we hear of a battery on White River. Beauregard 
was entirely ruined, and his army scattered and demoralised, 
at the last mail but one; but at the last mail of all 
he was at Okalona with 80,000 men, a “resuscitation” 
more wonderful than that which is drawing all the town to 
Drury Lane. General Butler adheres to his raffianly New 
Orleans proclamation against the women, and a reign of 
terrorism seems to be established both there and at Memphis. 
The House of Representatives has passed a bill for confis- 
cating the slaves of rebels, a step which must involve very 
important considerations, To whom do the slaves belong, 
or are they freed? If not, Uncle Sam himself becomes 
their owners, and places himself where the great serfowner in 
Russia, the Emperor, has refused to believe it safe to remain. 
If they are to be freed, the General who sought to disarm 
rebellion by a recent proclamation of a similar effect may 
complain of rather harsh treatment in having been so severely 
censured for “ atrocious injustice.’ We may add that what 
are called. the horrors of war are now beginning to be under- 
stood by those whose churches are converted into hospitals, 
and whose friends return, when they return at all, fearfully 
mutilated by the newer and deadlier engines of war. 

The French now frankly avow that they were deceived as to 
the feeling in Mexico, and that whereas they expected to be 
received with showers of flowers, bullets are the unwelcome 
substitutes for the floral welcome. But French logic, though 
usually exact enough, does not lead them to the conclusion that 
having been in error it is for them to retrace their steps. 
They advance the somewhat different proposition, that, having 
suffered by being betrayed into error, it is their duty to avenge 
that suffering upom those who were misrepresented, Granting 
this, of course the rest is easy, The first defeat was a complete one, 
and the French lost heavily, but lost no honour, . In the second 
affair the Mexicans were unable to prevent them from joining 
Marquez, a person who will never attain his deserts until he is 
hanged, and a great slaughter on both sides took place, and the 
French seem to have established themselves in a position of 
safety. At home the tone is quite bellicose, and there is 
much wrath breathed against Almonte, and although France is 
officially told that the Maximilian “ idea” is abandoned, every 
exertion is to be made to ensure victory. 
restored with a rough hand, if France undertakes to guarantee 
good government in Mexico, the world will be a gainer, 

Demonstrations by French Legitimists have almost leas 
interest for Europe than the comminations of Italian priests : 
such demonstrations have, however, been made, and the Count 
«dle Chambord thinks that for the good of the Church his friends 
may venture to interest themselves in French politics. 

At home we are still amusing ourselves: the “talk is of 
bullocks” at Battersea and of rifles at Wimbledon, while the 
visitors to the International are counted by a daily fifty 
thousand, To show us that we have a right to amuse our- 
selves, out comes the Revenue sheet, with figures of a con- 
solatory character.

Motion OF THE SATELLITES OF SATURN.—In 1726 Bradley 
had remarked an interesting relation existing between the mean synodial 
motions of the first three satellites of Jupiter, which Laplace afterwards demoa- 
strated to be a consequence of the laws of celestial mechanics. This 
relation is the period of 437 days, after which the three satellites always return 
to the same relative position in respect to themselves, as also to Jupiter and the 
Sun. The first satellite makes 247 revolutions in 437 days 3h. 44m. ; the 
second makes 123 revolutions in 437 days 3h. 44m.; and the third makes 
61 revolutions in 437 days 3h. 35m. Mr. D’Arrest has just discovered au 
analogous relation between the four first satellites of Saturn. Hitherto we 
knew only the laws observed by Sir J. Herschel, that the revolution of the 
third satellite is exactly double that of the first, and the revolution of the 
fourth double that of the Here is the law given by M. D’Arrest. If 
we limit ourselves at first to the three satellites, we have for the first the 
number 247 as in the system of Jupiter. The first satellite (Mimas) makes 
347 revolutions in 232.8 days, the second (Enceladus) makes 170 revolutions ia 
232.9 days, and the fourth (Dione) makes 85 revolutions in 232.9 days. By 
doubling the period we get 465 days, 18 hours for 494 complete revolutions of 
the first, 340 of the second, and 247 of the third, These periods will be ef 
importance for the theory of the system of Saturn; and we cannot doubt but 
that there is a reason fo teir being like the periods of Jupiter's satellites, 
which produces a kind of balance in the latter's systeam—the mean movement 
of the first eatellite being equal to three times that of the second, less twice 
that of the third.— Cosmos.

SoME NATURAL Casts OF Footprints from the Wealden 
of the Isle of Wight and Swanage have been reported to the Geological Society 
by Mr. &. Beckles, a name permanently associated with that of Dr. Mantell in 
the discovery of reptilian remains in the district. Some of these natural casts 
are nearly Soft. long, indicating nct merely the imprints of the toes, but also 
of the sloping metatarsals. The animal must have been of great size and 
weight, leaving deep imprints. Little trifid imprints of only 3in. in length, 
with a stride of about 1¥in., occurred to the author also in the Isle of Wight. 
He has found, also, trifids of the usual size in the Wealden of Swanage Bay. 
Mr. Beckles argues that other dinosaurians besides the iguanadon have left 
these trackmarks ; and he states that from the first he had been accustomed 
to associate them with the various phalangeal bones so abundant in the 
Wealden.

THE DEVONPORT, STONEHOUSE, AND CORNWALL 
HOSPITAL. 


Tus hospital is in course of construction at the head of Newpassage- 
hill, Devonport. The edifice, which is Italian in its general character, 
will comprise a centre block running north and south, and an eastern 
and western wing, to each of which are attached two square towers. 
In the centre block, which, with the western wing, will be used as a 
aeperal civil hospital, will be the dispensary, waiting-room for out- 
patients, medical officers’ rooms, house surgeon’s , matron’s 
apartments, and committee-rooms. On the second floor will be two 


special wards for fourteen beds, and also male and female wards for |
